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Report of Librarian 


The Daland Library has enjoyed a very successful 
year, and it gives the librarian much pleasure to submit 
the following report. 

The circulation of books has been larger than ever 
before, the circulation from February 1, 1921 to Febru- 
ary I, 1922, being 4511 against 3177 for the former year, 
about a third more. The state report for 1921, in towns 
of five hundred inhabitants, gave Mont Vernon the fifth 
place for circulation, but the increased rate for this year 
must carry us well towarg.the top. The beautiful library 
given by Mr. Edward leet the Daland library was 
catalogued and placed in a new stack during the summer 
of 1921. It consists of about five hundred and fifty vol- 
umes, all standard authors and most of them very beau- 
tiful editions. It is a great addition to the library, one to 
make the town proud of its possession. From Miss 
Fannie Guild there has come forty-six books from the 
library of her great uncle, Oliver Carlton, who was the 
first college graduate from Mont Vernon. The books 
are mostly histories, presented to Mr. Carlton by his 
pupils and are a valuable addition to the history section. 

In fiction we have had one hundred and seventy-two 
volumes, donated by interested friends, Mrs. Leslie 
Boutwell, Miss Elaine Boutwell, J. F. Wellington, Arthur 
Stearns, Will Woods, Mr. FE. Bower, Mrs. Chadbourne, 
Henry Stucklen, members of the Stearns School and 
many of the guests at the Lodge. The summer visitors 
were very appreciative of our library and were constant 
patrons. The magazines for this year include The Cen- 
tury, Harpers, World’s Work, Ladies Home Journal, 
Good Housekeeping, the Outlook and St. Nicholas, a 
very good showing for a small library. 

The librarian wishes that more men would avail them- 
selves of the privileges afforded by the library. There 


feat 


are many interesting books of travel and adventure, up- 
to-date history, books on various branches of agricul- 
ture, and in the World’s Work, the Century, Harper’s 
and the Outlook are timely articles on the doings of 
Congress, the agricultural bloc, the situation in Russia 
and the Near East, etc, much information that should be 
used. 

Last year the librarian made (in vain) ar appeal for 
children’s books, and she again emphasizes the library’s 
great need in this direction. Miss Boutwell’s gift will 
help much for the girls’ books, but those for the boys 
are few in number and most of them in rags and tatters. 
since the boys show interest in reading they should be 
provided with the right books and it is earnestly hoped 
that the present year may see many new ones added to 
the Juvenile shelves.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Mont Vernon: 
' I herewith submit my third annual report, which is 
also the fifth in the series of such reports. 


Organization of Supervisory Union No. 40 


The grouping of school districts of last year has 
been continued and apportionment of joint expenses de- 
termined by the four school boards of the Union as 
follows: Amherst 4%; Brookline 1-6; Milford 4%; Mont 
Vernon I-12. 


Teachers and Instruction 


Three teachers have been employed this year, two 
in the village and one at the East School. Mrs. Perry 
has continued in Grades I, IJ, III & IV with an enroll- 
ment of about 15; Mrs. Grace P. Hadley was appointed 
for the upper room in which sixteen pupils are register- 
ed. Mrs. Hadley has had twelve years experience and 
has attended seven sessions of summer normal schools. 
Of the upper grades, three hope to attend high school 
next year. At the East school, Miss Charlotte Boutelle 
of Amherst has charge of the three pupils now enrolled 
in grades I and III. Miss Boutelle is a graduate of 
Amherst High School and attended the summer session 
at Keene last year. | 

The teacher is by far the most important part of 
any school system and every teacher should have op- 
portunity for professional improvement and_ should 
utilize it constantly. To this end, several teachers’ meet- 
ings have been held, demonstrations have been given in 
class rooms and teachers and superintendents have at- 
tended professional meetings as occasion offered. Such 
meetings have included the two day meeting of the New 
Hampshire State Teachers’ Association held in Concord 
in October, a small Institute meeting at Weare Center 
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on November 16, and a County Institute at Nashua on 
February 2. Our local organization, the Merrimack 
Valley Teachers’ Association, will hold its annual meet- 
ing in Manchester in May. In addition to these meet- 
ings for teachers, the Superintendent spent a week in 
August at Plymouth at the summer meeting of New 
Hampshire superintendents, three days in December at 
the annual meeting of the New England Association of 
School Superintendents at Boston, and three days at 
the mid-year meeting of N. H. superintendents at Dur- 
ham. Such meetings enable one to keep abreast of the 
times and to know what is being done for the advance- 
ment of education. 


One of the important developments of recent years is 
the compilation and use of standard tests and scales for 
measuring the ability of pupils. ‘These standards have 
been established by means of researches covering all 
sections of the country and involving very large num- 
bers of children. In Mont Vernon the Courtis tests in 
arithmetic and the Ayres scales for spelling and pen- 
manship are in constant use. They enable us to dis- 
cover weaknesses and correct defects, at the same time 
emphasizing fundamentals and setting up a fair and 
reasonable goal for attainment. Several pupils have al- 
ready shown that their work exceeds these standards 
in some respects. 


The tools of instruction are books, apparatus, sup- 
plies, and equipment in general. Like all tools, best re- 
sults are secured when materials are of the highest 
quality and care of the best. During the war period 
prices and quality of textbooks made it unwise to make 
many purchases, but now that more normal conditions 
prevail old editions and worn out textbooks should be 
replaced and some supplementary material added. Unit- 
ed State histories and a few arithmetics have been 
bought this year and are proving to be very useful. Be- 
fore next September grammar and language books 
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should be purchased for all grades above three and 
more reading material provided for all grades, includ- 
ing up-to-date sets of geographical readers for upper 
grades. 

Supplies are much less expensive than two years 
ago. In anticipation of high prices, a considerable stock 
was purchased before prices advanced so that top prices 
have not been paid at any time. The needs for next 
year are normal ‘and can be filled at reasonable prices 
now. 

New equipment needed includes a set of maps show- 
ing the changes brought about by the adjustment of 
boundaries after the war and a stove jacket for the 
lower room at the village school. 


Attendance 


Ninety-two per cent of attendance for the year of 
1920-1921 shows an excellent gain over the previous 
year’s record of eighty-five per cent. Weather and sick- 
ness seem to be the chief causes for absence but do not 
explain tardiness which shows a worse record than a 
year ago, namely, 314 tardinesses or an average of 
eight per pupil. This is excessive and would be suf- 
ficient in a high school for approval to be withdrawn by 
the State Board of Education. 


Health and Recreation 


Two medical inspections of pupils and teachers have 
been given as usual by Dr. Burns. His report giving 
details and recommendations will be found following 
this report. Follow-up work after the examinations aré 
made is by all means the most valuable part of inspec- 
tion work and it is to be hopéd that some way may be 
provided to have this done the coming year. 

Recreation means more than ordinary undirected 
play. It stands for a definite program of physical ex- 
ercises and games that are designed to develop the pu- 
pils individually and to instill in them something of 
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group pleasure and responsibility. Its value has been 
shown to be in the performance of simple physical ex- 
ercises regularly by all pupils rather than in the mastery 
of a complicated and strenuous program by a few. Our 
teachers have been very faithful in this work, especially 
Mrs. Perry, whose interest and enthusiasm will go far 
in the way of teaching the pupils to use their free time 
constructively: 


Although one teacher, at least, is always at the vil- 
lage school during the noon hour and all pupils who 
have their lunch at school are directly in her charge 
and are not allowed to leave the grounds without per- 
mission, some people have expressed the opinion that 
the noon hour arrangements are not yet satisfactory 
and that the boys and girls create unnecessary disturb- 
ance, both in the schoolhouse and yard and on neighbor= 
ing property. Such a situation could easily arise be- 
cause no playground apparatus is provided at present. 
Boys and girls thorougniy enjoy swings, slides, seesaws 
etc., and would solve their own noon hour problems if 
such things were provided, either by the school district 
or by some organization interested in village improve- 
ment. 


Buildings 


The school buildings throughout the town are in 
fairly good condition. The West and South schools, of 
course, are rapidly deteriorating, but both are properly 
roofed and are suffering only what any unused building 
suffers. The East building, whether occupied or not, 
needs to be shingled and, in case it continues to be oc- 
cupied, should be freshened and renovated inside. The 
two-room building in the village has been recently 
painted and requires only minor repairs. A _ urinal 
should be installed in the boys’ toilet, and the new win- 
dows need a second coat of paint. It might be stated 
that the ventilating system in the toilets is working suc- 
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cessfully. In accordance with the expressed wishes of 
the last School District meeting, the one-room school 
houses in town have been insured against fire loss so 
that now all schoolhouses in town carry policies. 


‘Transportation 


The scattered distribution of the thirty four pupils 
in Mont Vernon who attend local public schools and 
the fact that the returns of the school census of Sep- 
tember 1921 showed no children in town between five 
and six years of age who are not in school indicated that 
the school population is decreasing and that the trans- 
portation of those pupils who live over two miles from 
the village school is the best solution both from the 
point of view of expense and educational advantage tc 
the pupils. The East school has had very few enrolled 
this year, resulting in practically no competition for the 
pupils either intellectually or socially and very little 
stimulation for the teacher. ‘The village school has 
plenty of room and is furnished with teachers and equip- 
ment for twenty more pupils at least. The budget of 
the schol board printed in this report gives estimates for 
next year both with and without the East school open. 


Legislation and Costs 


The new school law of 1919 stands essentially as en- 
acted although the legislature of I921 made a_ few 
amendments and passed some other bills which concern 
schools. The most important changes are that high 
school tuition rebates are no longer paid by the state, 
that $2000 is the maximum that the state will pay to- 
ward the salary of superintendents, that the basis of the 
$5 tax which must be levied for support of elementary 
schools before any state aid can be received is changed 
from a $5 tax on inventory to a $5 tax on the equalized 
valuation, that the school fiscal year closes June 30 in 
stead of August 31, and that School District Treasurers, 
elected at the annual meeting of the School District, 
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begin their duties on July 1 following their election. 


The only change that will be discussed here is the 
matter of equalization, or state aid. To be eligible for 
state aid now a school district must vote a tax of $5 per | 
$1000 of equalized valuation for “support of elementary 
schools.” ‘Two years ago the basis was a $5 tax per 
$1000 of inventory. Support of elementary schools 
does not include expenditures for payment of statutory 
obligations, debt and interest, outlay for construction 
and equipment, cost of high school, or supervisory and 
administrative expenses. (For itemized details, see 
budget in this annual report.) 


Equalized valuation is the inventory plus exemp- 
tions, insurance stock, savings bank deposits and rail- 
road stock and property. ‘The equalized valuation of 
Mont Vernon is now $577,171 as given by the Tax Com- 
mission. A $5 tax on this amount produces $2885.85. 
which is not enough to meet the approved budget for 
the present school year for support ‘of elementary 
schools as submitted by the School Board to the State 
Board of Education. ‘This budget called for the ex- 
penditure of $4231 for support of elementary schools 
and was approved for $4048.04, the difference being ac- 
counted for in the matter of transportation because 
some of our pupils are or were being carried from a 
distance less than two miles from school while the limit 
set by the law is two miles or more. The state aid allott- 
ed for the present year is $1162.19. The same will be 
available for next year as all equalization payments are 
to be paid as rebates hereafter. The differences between 
this amount and what was allotted a year ago is ac- 
counted for by the difference between inventory and 
equalized valuation. 


Approved demands made by the school districts 
throughout the State for state aid for support of ele- 
mentary schools have each year exceeded the amount 
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available to meet them and the legislature of 1921 had 
to provide for a deficiency which had accumulated since 
1919. To avoid this situation again the basis of distri- 
bution was changed so that now approved net demands 
of qualifying districts are met as follows: 


a “Tf in any year the approved claims of the 
several districts entitled to state aid shall be in excess 
of the appropriation a sufficient number of districts shall 
be omitted from the distribution to bring the total 
amount of the grants within the limits of the appropria - 


‘jon. The eliminated districts shall be those in which 


payments for current local expenditures for public edu- 


' catien, as measured in dollars and cents per one thou- 


sand dollars of equalized valuation, were, during the 
previous year, the lowest; except that the state board 
shall have authority in its discretion to withhold from 
‘such general distribution an amount not exceeding five 
per cent of the appropriation for state aid which it may 
use to furnish additional aid to districts where special 
SS The sum total of aid granted 
in any year to any district or to all the districts of any 
one town, shall not exceed $6000.” 


This method of distribution of state aid is a decided 
improvement because now those districts which need 
the aid most are in general getting it, while those dis- 
tricts which have raised the least for all school purposes 
per $1000 of equalized valuation have been the first to 
be eliminated. More than all, however, is the chance for 
many of the poorer districts to have better teachers and 
better facilities than ever before. 


Mont Vernon stands 127th in the list of 256 school 
districts in the State in the order of the amount of 
money raised and appropriated per $1000 of equalized 
valuation for all school purposes, with a figure of $8.62 
against $21.39 for the highest and $0.40 for the lowest. 
Thus it is seen that the tax for school purposes is far 
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from being excessive and. that Mont Vernon is f 
titled to receive a share of the equalization fund 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the School Board of Mont Vernon: 

I herewith submit my second annual report of medi- 
cal inspection of school. 

In going over the table as compiled by Miss Smith, 
School Nurse, for the previous year, I find that there 
were many defects which the examination this year has 
found cleared up. 

In the report of 1921 the number of unvaccinated 
children was a little over 50 per cent. In the examina- 
tion this year that has been cut down to a very few and 
the unvaccinated cases were in the new comers in Sep- 
tember. The care of the teeth has been quickly taken 
up by the parents and I have found many instances 
where work is being done on the teeth frequently. De- 
fective vision as reported has also been cared for which 
in my mind is a very important item. 

' The co-operation with the parent as connected with 
inspection of children this year is much better than last 
and I am pleased to find it easier and much more satis- 
factory than upon my first examination. I will report a 
very good improvement over last year.
